September  5,  1944  is  a  date  that  will  be  long  remembered  by  most  of  us  because  it  marked  the  beginning  of  our 
school  life.  Miss  Elizabeth  Wolfe,  our  first  grade  teacher  was  very  kind  and  understanding  while  she  taught  us  to  read, 
write,  count  and  make  new  friends. 

The  next  year  we  were  welcomed  into  the  second  grade  by  Miss  Mary  Sue  Edmondson.  By  this  time  we  considered 
ourselves  "brave  little  soldiers”  ready  for  the  great  struggle  ahead  of  us.  Miss  Edmondscxi  conuibuted  greatly  to  our  scope 
of  knowledge  by  teaching  us  to  write,  spell,  and  work  arithmetic.  Betty  Ann  Dillon  and  Marian  Blake  joined  our  class 
that  year. 

Mrs.  Thelma  Fletcher  was  our  third  grade  teacher.  For  most  of  us  arithmetic  was  our  hardest  subject  as  we  attempt¬ 
ed  to  master  the  art  of  multiplying  and  dividing.  Participating  in  the  Operetta  was  a  very  exciting  new  experience  for  most 
of  us  that  year.  Murray  Blackwell  was  welcomed  to  out  class  from  Glen  Echo. 

The  fourth  grade  provided  many  new  adventures  for  us.  But  out  patient  teacher  Mrs.  Ellen  Bradley  was  always  on 
hand  to  aid  us  in  any  difficulty  that  might  arise.  It  was  that  year  that  we  first  studied  history  and  geography.  These  were 
two  rather  hard  subjects,  but  drawing  maps  was  fun.  Many  of  us  were  in  the  May  Day  that  year,  and  enjoyed  doing  the 
"Irish  Lilt"  and  the  "Balloon  Dance.  "  Although  we  hated  to  leave  Mrs.  Bradley,  we  were  glad  to  have  accomplished  an¬ 
other  year  of  school.  That  year  Doug  Smith,  who  had  attended  school  at  Cherry  Point,  N.  C.  became  a  member  of  our 
class. 

By  the  time  that  we  reached  the  fifth  grade  we  realized  that  we  were  coming  to  school  to  learn  something  and  not 
just  to  play.  Mrs.  Ruby  Williams  was  a  wonderful  teacher  and  we  wish  to  express  to  her  our  appreciation  for  her  giving  us 
such  a  good  background  in  the  fundamentals,  especially  in  arithmetic,  and  for  keeping  us  out  of  mischief.  We  were  happy 
to  welcome  Sterling  Carneal  and  Garland  Coeburn  to  out  class  that  year. 

Of  course  everyone  remembers  Mr.  James  Anderson,  our  sixth  grade  teacher.  He  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  write 
an  essay  on  "Tolerance.  "  Everyone  who  wrote  the  paper  went  to  R.  P.  I.  and  read  their  essay  for  a  class  that  Mr.  Anderson 
was  attending.  David  Beahr  joined  our  class  from  Washington  Henry. 

Then  we  were  in  the  seventh  grade  I  In  our  opinions,  the  most  important  people  in  grade  school.  It  was  in  that 
class  that  we  learned  to  accept  responsibilities  by  being  responsible  class  officers  and  by  learning  to  become  more  inde¬ 
pendent.  To  Mrs.  Thelma  Dunham,  our  teacher,  we  express  our  deepest  gratitude  for  having  given  us  such  a  wonderful 
foundation  for  high  school  and  the  years  ahead.  With  the  hard  work  that  we  faced  in  the  seventh  grade,  came  many  pleas¬ 
ures;  such  as  our  exciting  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.  and  the  tour  of  Richmond.  We  enjoyed  drawing  a  map  of  Hanover 
County  on  which  we  drew  churches,  schools,  and  stores  in  our  own  communities.  That  year  David  and  Donald  Nonis  be¬ 
came  members  of  our  class. 

At  last  we  reached  high  school.  For  so  many  years  we  had  lived  in  anticipation  of  becoming  high  schod  students. 

In  1951,  Mr.  Blair  Apperscxi,  our  home  room  teacher  welcomed  us  into  this  new  school  life.  Mr.  Apperson  taught  us 
English,  Spanish  and  General  Science.  For  most  of  us,  being  "rats"  was  lots  of  fun.  We  enjoyed  changing  classes  and 
having  several  different  teachers.  And  of  course  we  shall  always  remember  Mr.  Clarence  Major  and  Mr.  Carlyle  Williams 
who  did  their  best  to  drill  history  and  math  into  our  thick  skulls.  That  year  we  welcomed.  Wayne  McKim  to  our  class  from 
King  George.  For  the  first  time,  two  girls  were  in  the  May  Court  from  our  class. 

The  next  year  Mr.  Samuel  McClaren  did  a  grand  job  of  mastering  our  misbehavior  in  home  room  class  each  morn¬ 
ing.  But  when  I  remember  that  first  day  of  school  in  '52,  I  think  that  Mr.  McClaren  must  have  formed  a  terrible  opinion 
of  Battlefield  Park  on  his  first  day  as  a  teacher  here.  That  year  our  class  began  to  participate  in  school  activities.  Many 
of  us  entered  athletics  and  others  of  us  became  members  of  the  Beta  Club,  Library  Club,  FFA,  FHA,  and  other  c»ganiza- 
tions.  Again  that  year  two  girls  from  our  class  participated  in  the  May  Day  Exercises. 

Of  course,  being  Juniors  was  lots  of  fun  and  excitement  too.  By  now  we  were  taking  an  even  greater  part  in  school 
activities  than  we  had  the  year  before.  Miss  Janice  Williams  was  a  wonderful  home  room  teacher  as  she  helped  us  sell 
buttons  at  football  games  to  finance  our  class,  and  as  she  was  always  close  by  to  advise  us  on  such  matters  as  our  class 
parties  and  that  great  event--the  Junior-Senior  Prom,  which  we  had  been  looking  forward  to  for  so  long.  We  shall  always 
remember  our  classes  in  American  history,  chemistry,  and  plane  geometry  as  being  "real  headaches,  "  but  also  lots  of  fun. 

Finally  we  were  Seniors,  the  oldest  people  in  high  school.  It  seemed  almost  impossible.  We  had  worked  so  Icxig 
for  this  long  cherished  goal.  And  now  after  eleven  years  of  study,  guidance,  and  pleasure  we  are  ready  to  face  the  future 
on  our  own. 

Being  leaders  in  clubs  and  organizations  has  been  a  great  responsibility,  and  also  a  great  deal  of  pleasure.  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Eubank  has  patiently  helped  us  in  many  ways.  She  has  advised  and  aided  us  in  making  difficult  decisions,  and 
she  has  kept  us  on  the  "tight  track"  when  we  might  otherwise  have  fallen  astray.  The  boys  will  always  remember  Mr. 
Tommy  Grizzard  as  their  great  basketball  coach  and  agriculture  teacher.  Those  of  us  who  took  commercial  subjects 
this  year  enjoyed  having  Mrs.  Gertrude  Hopkins  teach  us  to  become  efficient  office  workers.  Out  participation  in  sports 
activities  has  brought  us  all  closer  and  taught  us  the  meaning  and  importance  of  one  great  word --teamwork.  Working  on 
the  school  paper  and  the  school  annual  ate  two  wonderful  experiences  that  have  been  enjoyed  by  many  members  of  our 
class.  But  probably  our  most  enjoyable  of  all,  this  year,  came  in  presenting  "Plane  Crazy",  our  senior  play,  in  which 
everyone  participated.  Mrs.  Eubank  and  Mrs.  Dunham  were  really  wonderful  directors.  The  Junior-Senior  Prom  with  its 
theme  "April  Showers"  will  be  remembered  as  another  highlight  in  our  Senior  year.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  had 
three  queens  from  our  class  this  year--the  queen  of  the  Holly  Ball,  Polio  Dance  and  May  Day.  As  I  recall  our  school 
years  at  Battlefield  Park,  graduation  is  a  sad  occasion,  but  in  many  ways,  an  extremely  happy  one. 

For  the  class  of  '55,  I  wish  to  express  our  deepest  appreciation  to  our  teachers  and  to  our  principal,  Mr.  B.  V. 

Aylor,  for  making  our  school  life  such  a  truly  wonderful  and  memorable  experience.  As  we  go  out  to  face  the  future  may 
we  always  remember  our  class  motto,  "Truth  Conquers  All,"  and  use  it  as  the  foundation  for  our  lives.
